DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims 24-32 and 35-46 drawn to an nonelected 
invention. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancelation of nonelected 
claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

Claims 24-46 are pending, claims 24-32 and 35-46 remain withdrawn from 
further consideration because they are drawn to non-elected invention and claims 33 
and 34 are examined on merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Rejection of claims 33 and 34 for not providing enablement for cancer treatment 
under 35 U.S.C.1 12, first paragraph is withdrawn since the instant invention is not 
drawn to cancer treatment method but are drawn to a murine protein applicant named 
"conductin" and the instant specification provides enough evidence about the function of 
the protein and how to make and use the protein. 

Claim 33 remain rejected for the reasons set forth at Paragraph #9 of the 
previous Office Action (Paper No. 12) under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicant does not 
argue about this rejection. The claim is drawn to a genus of proteins known as 
conduction. The specification provides evidence for only one murine species. Based 
on only one species, one cannot predict the types of additional species such as splicing 
variants or other species from different organism such as human or donkey. Since the 
genus includes a large number of unpredictable species, possession of only one 
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species is not seen as sufficient to reasonably convey possession of the entire genus. 
It is concluded that applicants adequately describes SEQ ID NO:1, a murine conductin. 

NEW GROUNDS OF REJECTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 33 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 33 recites "the same biological activity as conduction" but it is not clear 
what the metes and bounds are for the limitation. Since the specification at Fig. 4 
shows that conductin degrades beta-catenine and interacts with APC, this examiner will 
assume that the limitation means beta-catenine degradation and APC interacting 
activities. However, this treatment does not relieve applicant the burden of responding 
to this office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Zeng et al 
(July 11, 1997, Cell, vol. 90, pages 181-192) as evidenced by Kishida etal (May 1998, 
J. Biol. Chem. vol. 273, pages 10823-10826). 

Claim 33 is interpreted as any protein or peptide that has "the same biological 
activity as conductin" i.e. APC binding and beta-catenin degradation activities since 
neither the claim nor the specification defines what is meant by "variations and 
mutants". The claim as written reads on the protein taught by Zeng et al (July 1 1 , 1997, 
Cell, vol. 90, pages 181-192. Note Fig. 3 and Fig. 7. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 34 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Further, the fragments of SEQ ID NO:1 at Fig. 4 with beta-catenin degradation 
and APC binding activities are free of art.
